To see if the town will vote to raise’ and ap- 
propriate the amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways, under the law passed 
at the January session of the General Court, 1905. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for repairing highways, bridges and 
sidewalks in addition to that required by law. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to defray Town Expenses. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay on its indebtedness. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay each fireman, legally returned 
1911, in addition to that, required by law. 


ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay James R. Newell Post G. A. R. 
to defray the expenses of Memorial Day 1911. 


ARTICLE 9, ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise as its share towards building the Trunk Line, State 
Highway, within the town limits. 
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ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the purpose of extending the sidewalk to house of C. 
F. Gould on the Easterly side of Center Street, Wolfeboro Falls. 


ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for concrete sidewalks. 


ARTICLE 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for laying Sewer on North Main Street. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Town Public Library in addition 
to that required by law.

Under Article 3 it was voted to pass over relative to raising 
money to secure State Aid for highways. 

Under Article 4 it was voted to raise the sum of $1,000 for 
the repair of highways, bridges and sidewalks. 

Under Article 5 it was voted to raise the sum of $4,500 for 
Town expenses. 

Under Article 6 it was voted to raise the sum of $2,000 to 
pay on the Town Indebtedness. | 

Under Article 7 it was voted to raise the sum of $18 to pay 
each fireman in addition to that required by law. 

Under Article 8 it was voted to raise the sum of $75 for J. R. 
Newell Post G. A. R. 

Under Article 9 it was voted to raise the sum of $200 for the 
Town Library. 

Under Article 10 it was voted to raise the sum of $500 for the 
Huggins Hospital. 
' Under Article 11 it was voted to give the usual discount to 
persons paying their taxes on or before the first of August, Sep- 
tember, October, November and December.

Under Article 13 it was voted to build a concrete bridge at 
Wolfeboro Falls not to cost over $2,500. 

Under Article 14 it was voted to raise the sum of $300 to re- 
build the bridge near the home of Chas. P. Moore. 


Under Article 15 it was voted to raise the sum of $75 to re- 
pair the big hill on Wolfeboro Neck, 


Under Article 16 it was voted to leave the matter of redistrict- 
ing the town as to its highways to the Selectmen. 


Under Article 17 it was voted to pass over the Article which 
called for action relative to raising money for the building of the 
Trunk Line, State Highway. 
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Under Article 18 it was voted to raise the sum of $200 for the 
purpose of extending the sidewalk in Wolfeboro Falls from the 
house of H. G. Berry to that of C. F. Gould. 


Under Article 19 it was voted that the Board of Selectmen be 
authorized to secure by purchase a strip of land 100 feet wide 
around Upper Beach Pond for protective sanitary purposes and 
that the town raise the sum of money necessary by the issuance 
of water bonds at the lowest rate of interest possible.

Report of the Librarian. 


To THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE WOLFEBORO ‘TOWN 
LIBRARY. 


GENTLEMEN:— 


The fifth annual report of the librarian is herewith presented. 


The Brewster Free Library and Wolfeboro Town Library 
are so closely connected that this report must include the work 
of both, with the exception of the figures for the number of books 
accessioned during the year. 


The year just ended has been one of work and growth. 165 
volumes have been added to the shelves, 20 of which were con- 
tributed. The accession book records 1,591 as the number of 
volumes in the Town library. A fewof these have been worn 
out or lost in circulation. 

12,163 books have been loaned from the library during the 
year, of these classes, fiction 6,149, non-fiction 2,207, children’s 
books 3,807. Average monthly circulation 1,018. The largest 
number of books given out on any single day was 148, the 
smallest 8. 

The work in the reference department has been satisfactory. 
A large-table with stationary lamp has been placed at the rear of 
the library room for the convenience of persons using the 
reference books, and the public are urged to come in and look up 
any subject in which they may be interested. This is one of the 
most important features of library work. 

The reading room has been supplied with a magazine’ rack, 
and now all but the current numbers are put in circulation. 
This enables persons who cannot find time to read during library 
hours to take periodicals to their homes before they become too 
out of date. and we believe will increase the usefulness of this 
department. 

There has been one art exhibit during the year, which was 
much appreciated. 

The library has started Branch work in a small way’ by send- 
ing 50 books to South Wolfeboro. These are placed in the school 
building, and one of the girls acts as librarian. 
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In the selection of books for the year special attention has 
been given to technical works, and if these prove of service, this 
department will be made stronger.
